“The general power of appoint- 
ment vested in the county superin- 
tendent of schools is found in sec- 
tion 1543 of the Political Code as 
amended in the statutes of 1911, 
page 1274, section 12 of which au- 
thorizes him to appoint school 
trustees to fill all vacancies, thé ap- 
pointees to hold for the full term of 
the office. 

‘‘When a vacancy occurs from any 
of the reasons specified in section 996 
of the Political Code, that power to 
appoint is expressly Hmited by sec- 
tion 1593, subdivision 4, Political 
Code, whereby the appointee holds 
office until the first of May next suc- 
ceeding the appointment. i 

“Section 1593, subdivision 3, is 
the last expression of the legislative 
intent and it is my opinion, there- 
fore, that its provisions shall control 
in the event of a vacancy occurring 
from any reason set forth in section 
996 of the Political Code, while sec- 
tion 1543 shall apply to vacancies 
Caused by occurrences other than 
those specified in section 996.’ 

Webb then encloses an opinion 
rendered in a Mariposa county case.
